Lack of Agreement on British Govern­ 
ment’s Couth African Policy. 


London, 
Feb. 22.—The 
opposition 
newspapers repeat 
the rumors that 
there is dissension in the cabinet mer 
the government’s South African policy. 
According to the Daily Mail an official 
announcement may be expected almost 
immediately concerning the dispatch 
of 
an investigating 
commission 
to 
South Africa. 


Briefly stated, the amendment aims 
to give to any complainant authority 
to file a petition in a circuit court as­ 
serting that a rate fixed by the com­ 
mission is in fact illegal, or that an 
order of the commission Is in reality 
unlawful and authorizes the court to 
hear tile suit to decide whether the 
commission acted within Its authority 
and whether the constitutional rights 
of the plaintiff had been violated. 
All those called into the conf ranee 
mode a firm stand for the Hepburn bill 
in its present form and said that none 
of the amendments suggested seems to 
be an Improvement. 
They said that, if 
the bill should specify the conditions 
under which complaints could be tak­ 
en into court, tile court might refuse 
to take cognizance 
of matters 
not 
specified in the bill. 
They said they 
would prefer to leave open every fea­ 
ture on which 
an aggrieved person 
might desire to go into court. 
Attorney General Moody, it is said, 
contended that the 
Hepburn bill is 
constitutional and there is no danger 
of its being overturned by the United 
States supreme court. 
He would not 
pass upon the wisdom of amending the 
MU, taking the position that that is a 
function outside of his official prov­ 
ince. 
After Senators Dolliver and Clapp 
returned to the capitol they told cer­ 
tain colleagues that they would go in­ 
to the commission on Friday and make 
a firm stand to have the bill reported 
without amendments. 
When asked as to the attitude of the 
president they said they believed he 
was satisfied with the bill as it stands, 
but it was too much to say that he is 
opposed 
to any amendments 
what­ 


ever. 


Conservative members of the com­ 
mittee assert that they have the neces­ 
sary votes to amend the Hepburn bill 
if they are left free to exercise their 
individual judgment so that they will 
not be put In the position of influenc­ 
ing policy. 
Under these conditions, It 
Is said that Senators Elkins, Foraker, 
Crane, Kean, Aldrich, Carmack, Fos­ 
ter 
and McLaurin 
will vote 
for an 
amendment providing for judicial re ­ 
view. 
Seven votes are a majority of 
the committee.

Springfield, 111., Fob. 22.—Governor 
Deneon, acting on the recommendation 
lug the day passed a pure food bill by j of the state hoard of pardons, has (le­ 
the decisive vote of 63 to 4. 
The vote 
was taken after a day devoted almost 
exclusively to debate of a desultory 
character on the 
measure. 
Several 
efforts were made to amend the bill 
and the committee accepted a num­ 
ber of suggestions, but only those ac­ 
cepted were incorporated in the bill as 
passed. 
The bill makes it a misdemeanor to 
manufacture 
or sell adulterated 
or 
misbranded foods, drugs, medicines or 
liquors in the District 
of Columbia, 
the territories and the insular posses­ 
sions of the United States and pro­ 
hibits the shipment of such goods from 
one state to another or to a foreign 
country. 
It also prohibits the receipt 
of goods. 
Punishment 
by a fine of 
$500 or by imprisonment for one year 
or boti! is prescribed. 
In the case of 
corporations 
officers in charge 
are 
made responsible. 
The treasury department and the de­ 
partments of agriculture and of com­ 
merce and lo hor are required to agree 
upon regulations for the collection and 
examination of Hie articles covered by 
the bill, but no specific provision is 
made for investigation except by the 
department of 
agriculture. 
The In­ 
vestigations by that department are 
placed In the hands of the chief of the 
bureau of chemistry and if he finds the 
law* has been violated the secretary of 
agriculture is required to report the 
facts to the United States district at­ 
torney, who in turn is required to in­ 
stitute 
proceedings 
in the 
federal 
court. 
The bill also defines 
foods, drugs, 
medicines and liquors, and also defines 
the standard for them. 
There Is an 
exemption for 
dealers who 
furnish 
guarantees against 
adulteration and 
misbranding.

Camp says th a t the col­ 
lege wan is a frequent visitor at the 
headquarters. 
Three-fourths 
of the 
m en who go to the Bowery b ran ch are 
Americana. 
“The reason I should give for so 
m any college men drifting in here, ’ 
said Mr. Camp, "is tho fact th a t the 
c o l l e g e s 
are constantly tu rn in g out 
graduates many of whom h av e the 
sam e goal In sight. 
The supply Is big­ 
ger than the demand. 
The college man 
tits h i m s e l f for a certain career which 
Is, of course, much higher th a n that 
followed 
by 
men 
of little learning. 
When he cannot tlnd this opening he 
has reached a ditlicult situation. 
“ At last, reduced to desperate cir­ 
cumstance-?, lit* starts out to find any 
kind of work. 
Now, from my experi­ 
ence here of live years ag ) I know the 
college aud university men h av e a dif­ 
ficult time tin.ling positions in tho h u m ­ 
bler lines of work. 
"The brat tiling an employer does is 
to look a man over. 
When be sees lie 
is a fellow of culture and education he 
begins to be s u s p i c i o u s . 
He i s afraid 
be is too much of a gentleman to do so 
called menial labor. 
I have bad col­ 
lege men tell me that they h a d tried 
iii vain to get any kind of rough em­ 
ployment before they applied bere, but 
were refused. 
“ Of c o u r s e th a t is only one reason 
college graduates drift here. 
There 
are among them, a s in other c l a s s e s , 
moil who are too weak to resist dissi­ 


p a t i o n and drink. 
The fact t h a t they 
an* educated men makes th e ir cases 
more striking, t » be sure, w hen you 
.’lid them here, but they are really un­ 
der the same influences that affect any 
man. 
“This place is not a mission; it is 
really an employm ent agency. 
W e find 
positions for men and take care of 
them until they get work. 
W hen a 
m an come? hero we look him over, and 


i f lie is a derelict we cannot ta k e him. 
W e only try to help those who can 
m ake something of themselves. 
For 
those who merely want a n ig h t’s lodg­ 
ing there are other places. 
“ You would be surprised to see the 
refined and cultured men w h o come 
hero. 
Right no w we have a m a n who 
was at one time connected with one of 
tin* largest hospitals. He had bad luck 
and drifted here. 
We are going to get 
him in touch with a hospital again and 
set him on his feet. 
“ Another m a n who has been shel­ 
tered Iii the Bowery branch bad once 
been a clergyman at $0,000 a year. 
On 
the other hand, a former applicant for 
admission who was saved through the 
institution is now acting consul of the 
United States in a foreign country, and 
only a few nights ago one of tin* speak­ 
er-? at the branch was a m an now high 
up in a big m anufacturing concern who 
tw enty years ago was drinking In ev­ 
ery saloon on tho Bowery. 
*T have never taken any statistics on 
tho subject, but from an offhand ob­ 
servation I would say th a t I d on’t be­ 
lieve we ever had a college m an who 
worked bis w a y through college among 
those who apply hero for help. 
“Thoro art' all kinds of stories back 
of tho college men who drift here. 
An 
Irlsli medical student, son of an Irish 
clergyman, took a turn at drink and 
wound up hero one night w ith a bottle 
of poison Iii his pocket. W e helped and 
encouraged him, and now bo Is back iii 
Ireland at the head of Ids class In 
Queens College Medical school.” 
Of tim men who have been helped at 
the Bowery branch 85 per cent were 
between the ages of eighteen and tlilr- 
ty-fivc. 
They come from all over the 
United States and from twenty-nine 
foreign countries. 
As to citizenship, 70 
lier cont were American and 24 foreign. 
T he causes of distress given w ere con­ 
ditions in the Industrial world, sick­ 
ness, accidents, discontent, drink and 
other forms of dissipation. 
The Bowery branch is n o w raising 
$500,000 to enlarge Its field of work.
